BY FAST TRAIN 


Viotim Was Hurled High in the 
A ir and Expired In* 
sternly. 


SURVIVED BY 2 BROTHERS 


New Galilee, 
July 6.— (Special) — 
Jimmie Trumbo, an Italian section 
hand, was killed bere this morning 
by No. 24, a fast express on the P. F. 
W. & C. railroad. 
Trumbo, with some 25 fellow labor­ 
ers, were at work in the yards near 
the depot, and it is supposed the un­ 
fortunate man was too slow in mov­ 
ing away from the track. 
The engine 
struck the foreigner with such force 
as to break every bone in his body, 
and he was hurled over an 
embank­ 
ment 20 feet away. 
When picked up 
by his comrades he was quite dead. 
and the services of a physician, who 
had been hastily summoned, were not 
needed. 
The body was terribly mutilated, ami 
his entire body was a mass of bruises. 
The body was carried to the depot 
and there prepared for burial.

noon, and the funeral will be held 
tomorrow morning. 
Trumbo was about 40 years of age. 
and single. 
He had two brothers In

was crushed beneath the wheels.

pulse is still weak and the tempera 
tare below normal. 
His heart seems 
to hare been benefited by injections 
of digitalis and camphor. 
On the 
whole his condition is no worse than 
on yesterday.’’ 
Hovering between life and death, 
the earthly existence of Pope Leo 
XIII is being prolonged by means of 
great medical skill and concentrated 
nourishment. 
Although he is barely 
alive, his remarkable vitality 
may 
again conquer disease. 
Lait. night, after the excitement of 
administering tho last sacrament v/as 
over, the Pope seemed to rest easier, 
evidently soothed by the religious ser­ 
vice. 
He Is lying in a small room with 


the bed drawn up to a window over­ 
looking the piazza of St Peters. 
The vatican is thronged with cardi­ 
nals and nofables. 
The ante-cham- 
hers of the palace were filled during 
the night with princes of the church 
members of the dip’oraatic corps, and 
nigh noblemen. 
’•‘Who shall succeed to St. Peter’s 
throne?’’ is a question that has already 
been wired to Rome by several Euro­ 
pean monarchs.

Nations cannot exist 
out of harmony with God 
T he 1,000 
years of Rome was nothing as God 
counts time. 
T he 
declaration 
of 
independence 
upon paper, its ab stract form, did noth­ 
ing toward gaining liberty for the n a ­ 
tion until eryatallxed 
Into 
concrete 
form in patriotic hearts. The southern 
people were as eloquent sr the people 
of the north iu praising the declara­ 
tion, but they accepted it only In the 
abstract, continuing to entertain sla­ 
very In th eir midst. 
In the north 
its 
sen tim en ts w ere taken out of the ab­

late last evening. Kinking Into a sleep 
which lasted about three hours until 
excruciating pain brought the dying 
pontiff 
back to consciousness. 
He 
groaned and complained of pains on 
both sides of the thorax. 
Tenderly 
Dr. Lapponi, assisted by Pope Lee’s 
valet, Plo Centra, ami the physician’s 
second assistant. De Castro, lifted tho' 
flail form and changing the position, 
succeeded in giving tile patient some 
relief. 
Though hovering on the brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff is still 
prolonged by mean* of strong sttmu 
(ants and concentrated nourishment 
and while he is stfll alive his wonder 
ful vitality may a/;aln resist and con 
quer the attack off this illness. 
Last Sacramrnt Administered. 
The solemn y»*t gorgeous ceremony 
of administering the last sacrament 
took place at t t e bedside of Pope Leo 
The central fig tire was the dying pun 
tiff, whose long life’s journey is nearly 
over, calmly preparing to enter th 
dark valley. 
His pale and emaciated 
face, almost, as white as the pillows 
on which It rested showed little sign 
of life, dr.uept the keen glittering 
eyes, alw ays his most striking fea 
tura. 
Around the bed were grouped tho 
noble 
guards, in the glittering uni­ 
form. the knights of the cloak and 
sword, their picturesque medieval cos 
tume of black with white ruffles; 25 
cardinals, all the members of the sa 
cred college who were 
present in 
Rouse, stately and venerable figures In 
th eir sweeping crimson 
robes, 
the 
whole forming a scene of rich yet sub 
dued coloring, a lit subject for the 
pencil of Rembrandt. 
The whole of 
what is called the pontifical family, 
headed by Cardinal Rampolla and in 
eluding all the private chamberlains, 
were there. 
Nearest to tho bed stood 
the imposing, tall Figure of the card 
iual grand penitentiary, Serafino Van 
nutelli, with the pope's confessor, to 
hear the last confession of the de­ 
parting pontiff. 
Then the priest apos­ 
tolic approached bearing the viaticum 
to give the last communion and ad­ 
minister the extreme unction, assisted 
by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Leo 
feebly recited the confession of faith, 
as formulated by the council of Trent, 
and finally the words of absolution 
and the 
formula of Indulgence in 
articulo mortis were 
solemnly pro­ 
nounced by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Pronounced Benediction. 
The heads of the great religious or­ 
ders who were present granted the 
pope the special indulgences whtch 
they have the privilege of conferring 
Then came the touching prayers for a 
passing soul and part of the gospel, 
the Lord’s passion. 
As the last words 
died away all fell on their knees. The 
pontiff, raising his almost transparent 
fingers with a feeble 
effort, 
pro­ 
nounced in scarcely audible words his 
benediction on the sacred college and 
on all present and then sank back on 
the pillows. 
There was scarcely a 
tearless eye in the whole assemblage- 
the sobs of the pope's relatives were 
plainly heard. 
Deep silence followed, 
only broken now and again by a mur­ 
mured prayer or a pious ejaculation. 
In 
the 
portion of the loggia of 
Raphael, adjoining the papal apart­ 
ments, were the families of Count 
Riceardo Feed and Count Moroni, the 
pope’s nephews. 
Late last evening after the excite­ 
ment of the ceremony of the last sac­ 
raments was over, tho pope seemed 
less restless, partly soothed by the re­ 
ligious service and partly by a dose 
of chloral, -which was given to him in 
considerable quantities. 
End Is Near. 
The pontiff is lying on a small bed 
drawn up to a window overlooking 
the piazza of St. Peter’s. 
The only 
picture in the room in an antique Ma­ 
donna and the sole ornament a great 
ivory crucifix. 
The Interior of the vatican during 
the early hours of this morning testi­ 
fies to the conviction that the passing 
of Pope Leo is very near 
The court­ 
yard of St. Damasco Is filled with the 
carriages nf the cardinals. 
Cardinal 
Satolli drove to Rome from Frascati, 
the beautiful carriage horses covered 
with dust and perspiration. 
In the 
cortile are drawn up the carriages of 
the cardinals and of many notables. 
Servants and messengers hurry across 
the court with bundles of huge wax 
tapers and with the robes of the ec­ 
clesiastical dignitaries who are wait­ 
ing within the 
palace.

W ith the imm ense body of w ater 
behind it. the crest of the flood bore 
down with irresistible force.

sw ept down the narrow ravine it ear 
ried with it the loaded car and the 
crowded restaurant. 
The flood was 
filled with men. women and children 
struggling for their lives. 
The poles carrying

not yet know n—the victims of the

T he car, with its 50 to 75 passengers, 
w as sw ept into Brush creek.

and sorrow is so intense th at it can 
not be determined how m any m anaged 
to escape w hat seemed to inevitable 
death.

died before losing its torrential force, 
that it is expected the g reater num ­ 
ber of the bodies of victims will be 
found.

Who would have believed it, 
when only 1 0 days ago 1 was,presiding 
over a public consistory?” murmured 
feebly Pope Leo as be felt himself, 
late last evening, sinking into a sleep 
wbich lasted about three hours until 
excruciating pain brought the dying 
pontiff 
back to consciousness. 
Ha 
groaned and complained of pains on 
both sides of the thorax. 
Tenderly 
Dr. Lapponi, assisted by Pope Leo's 
valet, Pio Centra, ami the physician’s 
second assistant, De Co.stro, lifted tho' 
tiail form and changing the position, 
succeeded in glvkig the patient some 
relief. 
Though hovering on the brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff Is still 
prolonged by meauA of strong stim u­ 
lants and concentrated nourishment, 
and while he is stfll alive his wonder­ 
ful vitality may a/:ain resist and con­ 
quer the attack off this illness. 
Last Sacram r nt Adm inistered. 
The solemn yt-t gorgeous ceremony 
of administering the lust sacrament 
took place at t t e bedside of Pope Leo. 
The central figure was the dying pon 
tiff, whose lotjg life's journey is nearly 
over, calmly preparing to enter th 
dark valley, 
flis pale and emaciated 
face, almost as white as the pillows 
on which It rested showed little sign 
of life, Sr.rept the keen glittering 
eyes, always his most striking fea 
turs. 
Around the bed were grouped the 
noble 
gharris. In the glittering uni 
form, the knights of the cloak and 
sword, their picturesque medieval cos 
tume of black with white ruffles; 25 
cardinals, all the members of the sa­ 
cred college who were 
present In 
Koase, stately and venerable figures In 
th eir sweeping crimson 
robes, 
the 
whole forming a scene of rich yet sub 
riued coloring, a lit subject for the 
jiencil of Rembrandt. 
The whole of 
what is called the pontifical family, 
headed by Cardinal Kampolla and In­ 
cluding all the private chamberlains, 
were there. 
Nearest to the bed stood 
the imposing, tall figure of the card­ 
inal grand penitentiary, Serafim* Van- 
nulelll, with the pope's confessor, to 
hear the last confession of the de­ 
parting pontiff 
Then the priest apos­ 
tolic approached bearing the viaticum 
to give the last communion and ad­ 
minister the extreme unction, assisted 
by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Leo 
feebly recited the confession of faith, 
as formulated by the council of Trent, 
and finally the words of absolution 
and the 
formula of Indulgence In 
artlculo mortis were 
solemnly pro­ 
nounced by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Pronounced Benediction. 
The heads of the great religious or­ 
ders who were present granted the 
pope the special indulgences which 
they have the privilege of conferring 
Then came the touching prayers for a 
passing soul and part of the gospel, 
the Lord’s passion.

cluding all the p riv ate cham berlains, 
w ere there. 
N earest to th e bed stood 
th e imposing, tall figure of the c ard ­ 
inal grand penitentiary, Serafino Van- 
nutelll, with the p o p e’s confessor, to 
h ear th e last confession of the d e­ 
p a rtin g pontiff 
T hen th e priest apos­ 
tolic approached bearing the viaticum 
to give the last com m union and a d ­ 
m inister th e ex trem e unction, assisted 
by th e grand peniteutlary. 
Pope Leo 
feebly recited the confession of faith, 
as form ulated by th e council of T rent, 
and finally the w ords of absolution 
and

Entire 8tock Yards Threatened—Lose 


Estim ated a t Million and Half, Cov­ 


ered by Insurance—Origin of Fire 


Unknown. 


St. Joseph. Mo.. July 6.—The main 
building of the Hammond 
packing 
plant was destroyed by fire Sunday. 
The loss is estim ated 
as 
high us 
$1,500,000. 
It is entirely covered by 
insurance. 
Two men lost their lives 
in the flames. 
One of them is report­ 
ed to be C harles Miller, fire m arshal 
at the plant. 
This could not be veri­ 
fied. 
Three men were injured, one of 
them seriously. 
For a tim e the entire stock yards 
district 
was 
threatened. 
By hard 
work the Nelson Morris plant, 300 
L et north of the Hammond plant, was 
saved, and this saved the Swift plant, 
which is north of tile Nelsou Morris 
building. 
Tho 
fire 
started a little after 2 
o'clock. 
By 9 o’clock m ost of t ho 
building was gone. 
The g reater dan­ 
ger was at ti o'clock, when p art of the 
north wall fell and the fierce flames 
were shot tow ard the Nelson Morris 
building. The carcasses of 4,500 hogs. 
1,800 cattle and 800 sheep w ere burn­ 
ed. 
Nearly 100,000 pounds of oleo­ 
m argarine were destroyed. 
The con­ 
tents of the smokehouse w ere con­ 
sumed. 
The origin of the fire is a m ystery. 
There was no fire in the casing de­ 
partm ent in the eastern part of the 
building, where the fire started. 
Daniel Smalley, foreman of the car 
departm ent, fell from the car sheds 
on the north of the building and suf­ 
fered serious Injury. 
The fatalities 
occurred 
about 5 
o'clock. 
By that time nearly the en­ 
tire building was on fire. A man with 
a hose, said to have been Miller, was 
seen at one of the windows on the 
north side of the hog departm ent. Ho 
walked back Into the building and a 
few seconds later those on the out­ 
side heard terrible cries. 
The man 
did not appear again and Is believed 
to have been killed. 
Two young men who were in tho 
room aad left a few m inutes before 
said that two failed to escape, but 
they did not give the nam es of the 
men. who were said to be employes 
of the company. 
The buildings and m achinery were 
covered by Insurance to the am ount 
of $550,000. and the stock was in­ 
sured for about $600,000.

T hreaten to W ipe Out Town of Nor* 
way on Account of Lynching. 
Militia En Route. 
Columbia, S. C„ July 6.—The little 
town of Norway, where Charles Ev­ 
ans. the negro assailant, was lynched 
a few days ago. is panic-stricken on 
account of increasing crowds of arm ed 
negroes who threaten vengeance. 
An appeal bas beeu sent to the gov­ 
ernor for troops, 
iii his absence the 
adjutant general has ordered a Co­ 
lum bia battalion to go in a special 
train to Norway at once. 
Norway bas only 200 inhabitants. 
As the negroes began 
to 
gather 
around the town, threatening to wipe 
out the population, a citizens’ m eeting 
was held and a comm ittee appointed 
to act at once. 
Their appeal was 
wired to the governor immediately. 
Meanwhile every man in the town 
goes armed, and should the m ilitary 
not arrive in time they will fight the 
negroes to their best ability. Women 
and children have been counseled to 
keep indoors, and doors and windows 
are kept securely closed.

HOVERING ON BRINK OF DEATH 


Life Still Prolonged by Stimulanteand 


Concentrated Nouriehment—Specu­ 


lation Rift aa to Successor-— Inqui­ 


ries from Europe's Monarchs. 


Rome, July 6—3 a. rn.—“God’s will 
bo done. 
W ho would have believed It, 
when only IO days ago I was presiding 
over a public consistory?" m urm ured 
feebly Pope Leo as be felt himself, 
late last evening, sinking Into a sleep 
which lasted about th ree hours until 
excruciating pain brought the dying 
pontiff 
back to consciousness. 
Ho 
groaned and complained of pains on 
both sides of the thorax. 
Tenderly 
Dr. Lapponl, assisted by Pope Leo’s 
valet, Plo Centra, ami th e physician’s 
second assistant, De C astro, lifted tho’ 
flail form and changing the position, 
succeeded in giving th e patient some 
relief. 
Though hovering on the brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff is still 
prolonged by mean* of strong stim u­ 
lants and concentrated nourishm ent, 
aud while he is still alive his wonder­ 
ful vitality may a/jain resist and con­ 
quer the attack off this Illness. 
Last Sacramr nt Administered. 
The solemn yM gorgeous ceremony 
of adm inistering the last sacram ent 
took place at t t e bedside of Pope Leo. 
The central figure was the dying pon­ 
tiff, whose long life’s Journey is nearly 
over, calm ly preparing to enter the 
dark valley. 
H is pale and em aciated 
face, alm ost as white as the pillows 
on which It rested showed little sign 
of life, #y.rsept the keen glittering 
eyes, alw ays his m ost striking fea­ 
ture. 
Around, the bed were grouped tho 
noble 
gnarris, In the glittering uni­ 
form, th e knights of the cloak and 
sword, th e ir picturesque medieval cos­ 
tum e of black with w hite ruffles; 25 
cardinals, all the m em bers of the sa­ 
cred college who were 
present in 
Rouse, stately and venerable figures in 
th e ir Sweeping crim son 
robes, 
the 
whole form ing a scene of rich yet sub­ 
dued cohering, a fit subject for the 
pencil of Rem brandt. 
T he whole of 
What is called the pontifical family, 
headed by Cardinal Ram polla and In­ 
cluding all the private cham berlains, 
were there. 
N earest to the bed stood 
the im posing, tall figure of the card­ 
inal grand penitentiary, Serafino Van- 
nutelli, w ith the pope's confessor, to 
hear th e last confession of the de­ 
parting pontiff. Then the priest apos­ 
tolic approached bearing the viaticum 
to give the last communion and ad­ 
m inister th e extrem e unction, assisted 
by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Leo 
feebly recited the confession of faith, 
as form ulated by the council of Trent, 
and finally the words of absolution 
and th e 
form ula of indulgence in 
articulo m ortis w ere 
solemnly pro­ 
nounced by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Pronounced Benediction. 
The heads of the g reat religious or­ 
ders who w ere present granted the 
pope the special indulgences which 
they have the privilege of conferring. 
Then cam e the touching prayers for a 
passing soul and part of the gospel, 
the Lord’s passion. As the last words 
died aw ay all fell on their knees. The 
pontiff, raising his alm ost transparent 
fingers with a feeble 
effort, 
pro­ 
nounced in scarcely audible words his 
benediction on the sacred college and 
on all present and then sank back on 
the pillows. 
There was scarcely a 
tearless eye in the whole assemblage* 
the sobs of the pope's relatives were 
plainly heard. 
Deep silence followed, 
only broken now and again by a m ur­ 
mured prayer or a pious ejaculation. 
In 
the 
portion of the loggia of 
Raphael, adjoining the papal ap art­ 
ments, w ere the fam ilies of Count 
Riccardo P eed and Count Moroni, the 
pope’s nephews. 
Late last evening after the excite­ 
ment of the ceremony of the last sac­ 
ram ents was over, tho pope seemed 
less restless, partly soothed by the re­ 
ligious service and partly by a dose 
of chloral, tv hick was given to him lo 
considerable quantities. 
End Is Near. 
The pontiff is lying on a small bed 
draw n up to a window overlooking 
the piazza of St. Peter's. 
The only 
picture In the room is an antique Ma­ 
donna and the sole ornam ent a great 
Ivory crucifix. 
The Interior of the vatican during 
the early hours of this m orning testi­ 
fies to the conviction th at the passing 
of Pope Leo is very near. 
The court­ 
yard of St. Damasco is filled with the 
carriages wf the cardinals. 
Cardinal 
Satolli drove to Rome from Frascati, 
the beautiful carriage horses covered 
with dust and perspiration. 
In the 
coctile are drawn up the carriages of 
the cardinals and of many notables. 
Servants and m essengers hurry across 
the court w ith bundles of huge wax 
tapers and with the robes of the ec­ 
clesiastical dignitaries who are w ait­ 
ing w ithin the 
palace.

Rome, July 6—3 a. rn—"God's will 
ba done. Who would have believed it, 
when only IO days ago I was .presiding 
over a public consistory?" murmured 
feebly Pope Leo as be felt himself, 
late last evening, sinking Into a sleep 
which lasted about three hours until 
excruciating pain brought the dying 
pontiff 
back to consciousness. 
He 
groaned and complained of pains on 
both sides of the thorax. 
Tenderly 
Dr. Lapponl, assisted by Pope Leo’s 
valet, Pio Centra, ami the physician’s 
second assistant, De Castro, lifted tho* 
ft ail form and changing the position, 
succeeded in giving the patient some 
relief. 
Though hovering on the brink of 
death, the life of the pontiff is still 
prolonged by meatus of strong stimu­ 
lants and concentrated nourishment, 
aud while he is stifll alive his wonder­ 
ful vitality may a/jain resist and con­ 
quer the attack off this illness. 
Last Sacramf nt Administered. 
The solemn y#*t gorgeous ceremony 
of adm inistering the last sacrament 
took place at th e bedside of Pope Leo. 
The central figure was the dying pon­ 
tiff, whose lot»g life's Journey is nearly 
over, calmly preparing to enter the 
dark valley. 
His pale and emaciated 
face. almost as white as the pillows 
on which It rested showed little sign 
of life, dx.cept the keen glittering 
eyes, always his most striking fea­ 
ture. 
Around the bed were grouped tho 
noble 
guards, in the glittering uni­ 
form, the knights of the cloak and 
sword, their picturesque medieval cos­ 
tume of black with white ruffles; 25 
cardinals, all the members of the sa­ 
cred college who were 
present in 
Rouse, stately and venerable figures In 
their Sweeping crimson 
robes, 
the 
whole forming a scene of rich yet sub­ 
dued coloring, a fit subject for the 
pencil of Rembrandt. 
The whole of 
what is called the pontifical family, 
headed by Cardinal Rampolla and in­ 
cluding all the private chamberlains, 
were there. N earest to the bed stood 
the imposing, tall figure of the card­ 
inal grand penitentiary, Serafino Van- 
nutelli, with the pope’s confessor, to 
hear the last confession of the de­ 
parting pontiff. Then the priest apos­ 
tolic approached bearing the viaticum 
to give the last communion and ad­ 
minister the extreme unction, assisted 
by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Leo 
feebly recited the confession of fslth, 
as formulated by the council of Trent, 
and finally the words of absolution 
and the 
formula of indulgence in 
articulo mortis were 
solemnly pro­ 
nounced by the grand penitentiary. 
Pope Pronounced Benediction. 
The heads of the great religious or­ 
ders who were present granted the 
pope the special indulgences whtch 
they have the privilege of conferring. 
Then came the touching prayers for a 
passing soul and part of the gospel, 
the Lord’s passion. As the last words 
died away all fell on their knees. The 
pontiff, raising his almost transparent 
fingers with a feeble 
effort, 
pro­ 
nounced in scarcely audible words his 
benediction on the sacred college and 
on all present and then sank back on 
the pillows. 
There was scarcely a 
tearless eye in the whole assemblage- 
the sobs of the pope’s relatives were 
plainly heard. 
Deep silence followed, 
only broken now and again by a mur­ 
mured prayer or a pions ejaculation. 
In 
the 
portion of the loggia of 
Raphael, adjoining the papal apart­ 
ments, were the families of Count 
Riccardo Peed and Count Moroni, the 
pope’s nephews. 
Late last evening after the excite­ 
ment of the ceremony of the last sac­ 
raments was over, the pope seemed 
less restless, partly soothed by the re­ 
ligious service and partly by a dose 
of chloral, it bleb was given to him lo 
considerable quantities. 
End la Near. 
The pontiff is lying on a small bed 
drawn up to a window overlooking 
the piazza of St. Peter's. 
The only 
picture in the room is an antique Ma­ 
donna and the sole ornament a great 
Ivory crucifix. 
The Interior of the vatican during 
the early hours of this morning testi­ 
fies to the conviction that the passing 
of Pope Leo is very near. The court­ 
yard of St. Damasco Is filled with the 
carriages Bf the cardinals. 
Cardinal 
Satolli drove to Rome from Frascati, 
the beautiful carriage horses covered 
with dust and perspiration. 
In the 
cortile are drawn up the carriages of 
the cardinals and of many notables. 
Servants and messengers burry across 
the court with bundles of huge wax 
tapers and with the robes of the ec­ 
clesiastical dignitaries who are wait­ 
ing within the 
palace.

July 0.—fifty to 10 
men, women aud children perished b> 
a cloud bust in Oakford park 
The ma­ 
jority were drowned or th**ir lives 
beaten out against the rocks in Brusn 
crook, but quite a number were elec­ 
trocuted. 
Brush creek is dammed at this point 
The dam is 200 f*—t wide, backs the 
water for 1,000 feet and is usually 20 
feet deep at the breast. 
It 
w a s almost 
exactly 4 o clock 
when a cloud bust directly over the 
still waters of th** dam. 
At the base of til** hillside, upon 
which the park is laid out, is th** car 
barns and a large frame restaurant, 
the latter being constructed mainly 
with a view of sheltering the park 
visitors from the rays of the sun an I 
from summer showers. 
Those who 
were in the neighborhood of these 
buildings ran for them for shelter 
from the sudden downpour, while oth­ 
ers. and. of course, the greater nam 
her, sought the hillside 
Rising Water* Bust Dam. 
The dam began rising 
ominously 
and it was but a few minutes later 
when 4b foot of the dam gave way. 
and a solid wall of water. 20 feet high, 
rushed down and completely filled th*? 
narrow ravine, with Us car tracks, car 
barn and restaurant. 
In front of the car barn stood a car 
containing from 50 to 70 passengers 
n any of them socking to return to 
Jeannette, others using it as a tempo­ 
rary shelter. 
With the immense body of water 
behind it. the crest of the flood bore 
down with Irresistible fore**. 
As it 
swept down the narrow ravine it car 
Tied with it the loaded car and the 
crowded restaurant. 
The flood was 
filled with men. women and children 
struggling for their lives. 
The poles carrying 
tho 
heavily 
charged trolley wires were uprooted 
and strewn along the grounds. 
In a 
number of instances—how many is 
not yet known—the victims of the 
flood, grasping 
for 
anything 
that 
might save them from the fury of the 
water, seized the trolley wires and 
met death by being electrocuted in­ 
stead of being drowned. Several bod­ 
ies have already been recovered that 
show that death was the result of this 
cause. 
Number Drowned Unknown. 
Forty persons were in the restau­ 
rant when 
it 
collapsed. 
A much 
greater number were in the car barn 
when it was flooded, and it is not 
known how many were drowned there 
The car. with its 50 to 75 passengers 
was swept into Brush creek. 
The 
first estimate of 50 to 75 lives lost I 
seems inadequate, but the excitement 
and sorrow is so intense that It can­ 
not be determined how many managed 
to escape what seemed to inevitable 
death. 
Among those known to be lost, a1 
though it is very difficult to secure 
names, ts one party 
composed of 
H e n ry Fink and wif$ and the Misses 
Gertrude Keefer and Lucy Crum, all 
of Jeannette. 
The flood kept on down Brush creek 
to about 3U0 yards east of Jeannette. 
Here the Pennsylvania railroad em- 
bankm* nt checked the torrent, now 
a deep and comparatively quiet lake 
covering over 20 acres of ground. 
It 
is here, as the water swirled and ed 
died before losing its torrential force, 
that it is expected the greater nam- 
I ber of the bodies of victims will be 
' found. 
It will be several days before 
! the flood subsides sufficiently to allow 
a satisfactory exploration. 
Ruin Wrought by Flood. 
There was no staying the flood. 
The torrent coursed 
down through 
Jeannette and flooded the south end 
of the town 
No lives were lost here, 
however, although many had narrow 
escapes. 
There were a great number 
of heroic rescues from flooded homes , 
Penn, but a short 
distance from 
Jeannette, was the next victim Here.
